Studies  in  Spanish,  French  and  Latin 
include  basic  vocabulary,  conversation, 
historical  background  of  the  country 
and  customs  of  the  land.  The  lan¬ 
guages  are  offered  to  ninth  grade  stu¬ 
dents.

Eighth  graders  study  more  basics  of  the 
subject  which  include  several  non-living  sci¬ 
ences  such  as  light,  sounds,  magnetism, 
electricity,  and  weather. 

Freshmen  at  Lane  study  Biology.  In  this 
course  they  learn  about  living  organisms 
such  as  insects,  leaves,  worms,  and  fish. 
They  dissect  many  of  these  organisms.

Five  mathematical  courses  are  offered 
at  Lane  this  year.  Seventh  graders  start 
their  three  years  off  with  an  indepth 
study  of  fractions,  decimals  and  per¬ 
centages. 

Eighth  graders  must  develop  an  avid 
interest  in  geometric  studies  and  nega¬ 
tive  numbers. 

Ninth  graders  are  offered  general  mathe¬ 
matics,  two  year  algebra  or  one  year  al¬ 
gebra.  Algebra  classes  review  math  until 
ninth  grade  then  they  start  applying  what 
they  have  learned  and  are  introduced  to 
equations,  story  problems  and  other 
math  problems.  General  mathematics  con¬ 
tinues  studying  numbers  and  fractions. 

Junior  high  mathematics  gives  a  basic 
foundation  for  future  years  in  high 
school.
